A Youthful Pugilist Dies in 


the Ring, 


Railway Magnates Get a Ducking in 
a Creek Up North. 


Ten Thousand Rabbits Slaughtered in

The Pacific Mail Steamer Colima Not

PorTLaND (Or.,) March 18.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Pearl Henderson, a 
boy aged 17, was killed in a prize-fight 
aged 15, this after- 
noon, about two miles east of this city. 


| The boys were both handy with the 


gloves and for some time had been 
anxious to determine which was the 
better man. This afternoon they ar- 
ranged with a number of their friends 
to accompany them toa patch of woods 
near the city, wherea ring was pitched 
and referees chosen. 

They shook hands and started in 
Bell’s objective 
point seemed to be Henderson’s heart 
and he landed blow after blow in that 


locality. After punching for twenty-., 


three rounds Bell was felled by Hender- 
son and the fight was awarded to the 
latter. 

Immediately after the decision was 
given Henderson fell to the ground un- 
conscious. The spectators became 
greatly alarmed and a physician was 
sent for. He arrived before the boy 
died, but could do nothing for him. 
The physician obtained a number of 
names of those who witnessed the fight 
and it is thought they will be arrested. 
Many of them, however, fled when they 
saw that the unfortunate youth was 
about to die. Bell has not yet been ar- 
rested. Both boys were of respectable 
parentage. 


A BAD DAY’ FOR BUNNIE. 
Ten Thousand Rabbits Slaughtered Dur- 
ing ® Drive Near Traver. 
TRavVER, March 13.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The largest rabbit drive 
ever held in this section of the country 


took place one mile south of Traver. 


thisafternoon. Several thousand peo- 
ple participated in the drive. The line 
was four miles in length. Very few 
rabbits: having es¢aped through the 
‘lines, the greatest excitement prevailed 
on reaching the wings of the corral. 
There being several hundred footmen in 
the rear of the teams with fire-arms, 
the creatures stood no show of escape. 
Each wing of the corral was one mile 
and a half in length, making a total of 
three miles of fencing. Such cannon- 
ading and frantic yells of excited per- 
sons, old-time rabbit drivers, say they 
never heard before. No less than 10,- 
000 rabbits were secured, as also one 
coyote. No accidents occurred. An- 
other drive takes place next Sunday 
over the same ground.

TAMMANY DENOUNCED. 


A New York Clergyman Scores its Cor. 
rupt Doings. 

New York, March 18.—[By the As- 
sociated Press,| Rev, Charles R. Park- 
hurst preached another sermon this 
morning attacking the administrators 
of the city government most vigorously. 
In the course of the sermon he said that 
that when he gave information of law- 
breaking to the District Attorney the 
latter paid no attention to it. He 
thought the reason of this was that he 
(Parkhurst) was not ‘‘solid.’’ 

This remark was followed by a flerce * 
attack onthe Tammany Hall organiza- 
tion, in which, among other things, it 
wasdeclared. ‘“‘You cannot get any- 
thing from Tammany unless you are 
solid with Tammany. Though a man 
work night and day for the city’he 
loves he has no rights that Tammany is 
bound to respect. The fact is, Tam- 
many Hall is not so much a political or- 
ganization as a commercial corporation, 
organized and carried on in the inter- 
ests of making the most possible out of 
its official opportunities, so that what 
the rest of us getout of Tammany we 
have to get by fighting or paying for 
it.

Southern Campaign,

Wasuineton, March 18.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Mr. Herbert of Ala- 
bama, chairman of the House Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs, has prepared an 
elaborate report to accompany the Na- 
val Appropriation Bill recently reported 
to the House. Aftercalling attention 
to the fact that the bill carries an ag- 
gregate appropriation of $23,726,823 
and is over $8,000,000 less than the 
amount appropriated at the second ses- 
sion of the Fifty-first Congress for the 
current fiscal year, and $30,000 less 
than the amount estimated by the de- 
partment as necessary for the year cov- 
ered by the bill, the report says: 

We have been able to make the reduction, 
withoutin any manner impairing the prog- 
gress of our new navy, in great part be- 
cause of the large surp us that will remain 
on hand at the end of the present fiscal 
year. 

Speaking of the refusal of the com- 
mittee to recommend a considerable 
number of recommended improvements 
at navy yards and stations, the report 
says: 

As in anything else, established improve- 
ments without limit can be suggested. The 
committee has followed the rules which 
should guide a prudent business man in the 
management of his own property, and in 
no case has refused to recommend any ex- 
penditure which seemed to be really a pres- 
ent necessity. On the question of increase 
of the navy, while the committee has unan- 
imously favored increase in the number of 
ships and yards8,as wellas increased fa- 
cilities for building armor plates, gun forg- 
ings, etc., they think that every dollar 
available should be used to complete ves. 
sels heretofore authorized before any 
money is expended toward increasing the 
facilities for building ships. é 


The report, which is very lengthy, 


ends as follows: 


The majority of the committee recom- 


mends the authorization of one strong and 
swift commerce destroyer of the type of the 
New York, whose armor can be manu- 
factured much more easily and with less 
delay than the heavy armor for a battle. 
ship. By extending the construction of the 
new vessels needed oyera series of years 
we shall avoid mistake and prevent repeti- 
tion in different ships of the same error. 
and by keeping the appropriations within 
moderate bounds each year, Congress will 
commend its programme to popular ap. 
proval. The few mistakes made thus far 
are so insignificant that it may be safely 
stated that our successin ship building is 
remarkable. 


THE WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


Outline of Matters to Come Before Senate 


and House. 

WasHincton, March 18.—[Bythe As- 
sociated Press.] Inthe House this week 
discussion of the tariff will continue. 
It is somewhat uncertain whether this 
week will be entirely devoted to meas- 
ures relating to the raising of revenues 
or to the bills for spending them, but 
most of the time will be given to the 
former. The Army Appropriation Bill 
will probably be taken up during the 
week. 

The postoffice building bills being un- 
finished business in the Senate will 
probably reach a vote in a day or two. 
The Military Academy Appropriation 
Bill is on the calendar and will be 
pressed upon the attention of Senators. 
The Indian Appropriation Bill will 
probably follow. The Committee on 
Public Lands will endeavor to secure 
action on the bill to protect the rights 
of settlers on public lands, and it is con- 
fidently expected that the Committee 
on Judiciary will report the judicial 
nominations during the course of the 
week, in which case a lively contest 
will doubtless occur in executive session 
over the nomination of Judge Woods of 
Indiana. 


Reciprocity With Nicaragua, 

Wasuixeton, March “18.—The Presi- 
dent today made public the reciprocity 
agreement with Nicaragua, which re- 
public agrees to admit, duty free, among 
other things: Live animals, cornmeal, 
fresh or dried fruits, products of cotton- 
seed, tar, rosin, turpentine, ‘coal, wood 
and lumber in the rough or prepared for 
building purposes, agricultural and hor- 
ticultural tools and implements, wagons, 
carts.and handcarts, iron and steel. for

LIGHTNING’S WORK. 


Singular Position of a Victim of a Death- 
Dealing Bolt. 

CaLDWELL (Kan.) March 8.—|Corre- 
spondence.| Oneof the most startling, 
and at the same time ghastly, - discov- 
eries was made atthe ranch of William 
Duncan, in the No-Man’s-Land country, 
about a week ago.

In fact, so much was 
his appearance that of a living man 
that the neighbor spoke to him. No 
answer was given and when the body 
was touched it fell tothe floor. It had 
been dead for some time. ®The man 
had evidently been struck by lightning 
and died while in the act of eating, the 
body being left in the position in which 
it was when death struck it.

San Francisco, March 13.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Politics, bothState 
and municipal, has reached fever heat, 
and already the fight for representation 
in the National Copvention has be- 
gun. All day there was a crowd of 
politicans about the corridors of the 
Palace Hotel and the issues of import- 
ance in the campaign were discussed 
with vigor. 

Candidates for delegates to the Re- 
publican National Convention are 
springing up rapidly. Los Angeles hag 
two men in the fight. Gen. E. P. John- 
son, who is Gov. Markham’s business 
partner and close personal friend, is 
seeking to be chosen as ce egate-ate 
large. Ex-Mayor E. F. Spence of Los 
Angeles is out for a place as delegate 
from the new Sixth Congressional Dis- 
trict. 

San Bernardino has two candidates 
in the Seventh District, and the contest— 
will be a warm one. The men opposed 
are Joseph Brown, a wealthy land- 
owner, and Sheriff Seymour. 

The Republican State Central Com- 
mittee will meet in the Palace Hotel 
tomorrow afternoon. Preliminary to 
the meeting the Executive m- 
mittee held a’ meeting this even- 
ing. It was decided to rec- 
ommend that the State convention 
be held May 3, and that the basis of 
representation be one delegate to every 
250 Republican voters. This would 
make a convention of about 550. It 
was also determined to  recom- 
mend that two State conventions 
be held, one for the election of dele- 
gatesto the National Convention, and 
the other for the nomination of Pres- 


probably recommend that *represen- 
tation shall be made upon the vote cast 
at the last “cubernatorial election in- 
stead of upon the Presidential vote. 
This raises the inevitable contest be- 
tween city and country and will be 
strongly fought. Osborne of Los An- 
geles will lead the opposition. 

The only other matter that promises 
some life is the choice of place for hold- 
ing the convention.

How Commerce is Slaughtered, 

Now that San Francisco is really 
waking up tothe irregularities of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company she is 
finding out a great many things which 
might as well have been known years 
ago. For example, it has’ developed 
that the company has been working in 
two freight schedules—one for the fa- 
vored few and» one for those outside. | 
been to discourage a collecting and dis- 
tributing trade on the part of San Fran- 
cisco and other Pacific Coast ports, and 
to encourage Atlantic coast trade. 
This, it may readily be seen, is in strict 
conformity with the terms of the. sub- 
sidy (for doing nothing) drawn from 
the Transcontinental Association. But 
even in the businessof San Francisco 
merchants there has been great dis- 
crimination. 

A San Francisco importer of coffee 
told a representative of the Call the 
other day how he had received by the 
same vessel three consignments of cof- 
fee from three Central American ports. 
The first from Champeri¢o, the most 
distant point, came through at $4 a 
ton; the second from Acos (nearer by) 
at $5 a ton; the third from San Benito 
(still nearer) at $15 a ton. At the 
same rate of progression the merchant 
figures that, had there been a shipment 
to him from Manzanillo, 700 miles 
nearer than Champerico, the rate would 
have been $200 a ton. ; 

This shows what it is to eliminate the 
principle of free and fair competition 
from the carrying trade, or, im other 
words, to leave it entirely optional with 
the transportation company to charge 
‘“‘what the traffic will bear,’’ as the rail- 
road monopoly used to put it. 

It is shown that, while the cost of 
shipping coffee from Central American 
ports to Europe, about 12,000 miles. 
is only 3-5 of a cent per pound, the 
charge for transporting it to San Fran- 
cisco, 3000 miles, is % of a cent per 
pound, Putting the two prices on an 
equal basis, pro-rating as to distance, 
San Francisco .should receive coffee at 
3-20 of a cent per pound. Thus it 
seems that San Francisco is over- 
charged 19-40—nearly 4% cent—per 
pound, | 

Is it any wonder that, with such dis- 
crimination against her, San Fran- 
cisco’s foreign trade is a mere bagatelle, 
and that it is constantly falling off? 

And yet the Pacific Coast Steamship 
Company, which does these things, is 
paid a large subsidy by the Government 
of the United States to carry the mails, 
and, constructively, toencourage Amer- 
ican commerce. 

There is the same discrimination in 
the matter of passenger rates. In- 
stances are cited where the charges 
for transportation in’ the old tubs of 
this line, with inferior accommodations, 
amount to $10 a day and even $25 for 
a single night’s ride. 

The methods of the steamship com- 
pany have been similar to those pursued 
by the railroad monopoly in former 
times—to give special rates or rebates 
to a few favored houses, and depend 
upon these firms to help them out in 
case any ifficulty arises; in other 
words, to divide the mercantile com- 
munity and conquer it. 

A Battery street importer said to a 
Call reporter the other day: 

Ihave done my level best to build up a 
good trad¢ in Central American products 
and it seems to me that that concern |Pa- 
cific Mail) has tried every way in its power 
to discourage me. It has certain mer- 
chants here which it favors. There are 
about six such firms in the Central Ameri- 
can trade—I could name them all if I 
cared—which enjoy concessions from the 
Mail Company. The others must take what 
they can get when it comes to a question of 
rates and they have to be satisfied, for no 
amount of persuasion will make the com. 
pany see that one man is entitled to just as 
good rates as another. It pays the com- 
pany tohave these favored firins stand by 
it when there is trouble at hand, and I see 
that they are all trying to discourage the 
movement against the Mail Company at 
present. Ot course it is to their interest to 
do this, though they certainly must see that 
itisto the greater interest of San Fran- 


ciscoto have her avenues of commerce 
open to all alike. 


President Stetson, of the Traffic Asso- 
ciation, has written a letter to Senator 
Felton with regard to the proposed peti- 
tion, which the merchants want to cir- 
culate and sign, asking Congress to em- 
power the Postmaster-General to with- 
draw the subsidy paid by the Govern- 
ment to the Pacific Mail. Whether Mr. 
Felton favors the move or not it will be 
made, but it is desired to have him con- 
sulted, so that it will be seen that the 
merchants wish to take hold of the mat- 
ter with him ina friendly spirit. ‘‘We 
will break up that unholy combination 
between the steamship company and 
the railroads,’’ says Mr. Stetson, 
‘if it takes our mightiest effort. Wedo 
not so much depend upon this petition. 
There are other means at our disposal.”’ 

Itis noticeable that, while the San 
Francisco merchants are preparing to 
make this manly fight for justice, and 
thus try to rehabilitate the commerce 
of their port, they never think of ap- 
-pealing to Senator Stanford for assist- 
ance. And why should they? Senator 
Stanford is not the representative of 
the people of California, but of the 
Southern ‘Pacific Railroad corporation 
of -Kentucky. This corporation, as a 
thember of the Transcontinental Asso- | 
Giation, is one of the parties to the 
iniquitous compact with Pacific Mail 
by which. these discriminations are 
particularly stipulated. Can aman be 
called upon to expose and defeat his own 
villainy? 

. But the good fight will go on, and we 


have been received that would ordinar-

believe that, in time, Pacific Mail will 


tract to destroy the ocefn commerce of 
the Pacific Coast, or it will be driven 
out of business. As we stated a few 
days ago, it would be infinitely better 
to have the United States mails carried 
in foreign bottoms if thereby we could 
secure free competition and fair treat- 
mentinoceantraffic. The Pacific Coast 
is becoming too important in its indus- 
tries and commerce to be satupon much 
longer by any corporation or combina- 
tion of corporations’ We have, in a 
manner, wiggled out from beneath the 
railroad monopoly, and we are destined 
to free ourselves from the monopoly of 
the high seas. When we shall have 
reached that era there will be foreign 
trade and general prosperity for the 
Coast.

AT THE CHURCHES. 


In Memory of the Late Charles 
H. Spurgeon. 


Interesting Serviées at the First 
Baptist Church. 


Rev. Mr. Tayler’s Second Lecture of 
| the Lenten Course. 


Missionaries at the Temple Street Chris- 
~ tian Church—The Charch of the 
Unity—At Immanuel Pres- 
byterian Charch, 


The morning service at the First Bap- 
tist Church was a memorial service for 
the late Rev. Charles H. Spurgeon, the 
eminent Baptist divine of London. A 
very large audience was present, the 
pulpit being occupied by the pastor, 
Rev. Daniel Read, L.L.D.,.and Rev. Dr. 
W. N. Clarke of Hamilton, N. Y. 

Dr. Read said: ‘In Paul’s letter to 
Timothy he said, ‘I have fought a good 
fight, I have kept the faith.’ This was 
Paul's retrospect of life and hope of 
glory. Charles H. Spurgeon could hon- 
estly adopt this language of Paul as 
his own, and it was therefore appro- 
priate that these words should be en- 
graved on the plate. upon his coffin. 
Revelation, providénte and creation all 
refiect God’s ways and teachings. God 
made Spurgeon great. When God 
makes a man great, his work is done. 
Spurgeon was bormin June, 1834, and 
died in 2892. . His ancestry 
were Protestants. His aged father yet 
lives. Spurgeon began to preach at 
18. At 21 years ofage he became a 
pastor in London, where he remained 
thirty-seven years, He became the 
foremost preacher ‘in Christendom. 
He was the most eminent divine of the 
century. Millions of his sermons have 
been printed and read ‘all over the 
world. He had an imperial will, and 
was a great general every way. His 
church supported forty missions. From 
his pastor’s college he sent out over 
800 preachers. Thetorch ofa life in 
Christ burns brighter after death. 
Our personal influence; for Christ can- 
not be hindered or quenched. In the 
language of Paul, Mr. Spurgeon often 
confessed, ‘‘By the grace of God I am 
whatlIam.’’ His great manliness gave 
him great power among men. He well 
exemplified the royal command of King 
David to Soloman, ‘Show thyself a 
man.’’ His manner of preaching was 
remarkable for its simplicity, and the 
ease with which it was understood by 
all. He was thoroughly honest, and 
despised all shams.+ Hehad great moral 
courage. He feared God but not man. 
He valued truth more than human 
friendship. 

Rev. Dr. Clarke was then introduced 
and said Mr. Spurgeon rose from the 
people and held the people. He held 
the faith and doctrines of his youth to 
the day of his death. He was strong in 
Christ. He had no doubt as to his re- 
ligious conyictions, or as to.the truth. 
He held to the simple truths of the gos- 
pel, and on their strength was founded 
his strength. Sympathy. with God 
makes a great man. To Spurgeon God 
His 
great power came froth God,.the only 
source of real power. . He had great 
faithin all of God's promises. His 
great orphanages and divinity schools 
were the reward of his great and im- 
plicit faith. He believed in God—this 
was the key of his great(/ success, as’ a 
man and as a preacher. is 

At the evening servicey Charles A. 
Keyser, a business man of San Fran- 
cisco, gave a most interesting and prac- 
ticaltalk to business men. . 

ST. JOHN'S. EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 

Rey. B. W. R.. Tayler delivered the 
second lecture of the Lenten course yes- 
terday afternoon at St. John’s® Church} 
After reviewing the history of the 
Bible and the earliest of the manu- 
scripts he stated that he did not accept 
that view which is known as_the verbal 
inspiration of holyscripture. but rather 
believed that God, the Holy Ghost, 
so inspired or breathed into each 
writer the divine influence’ that while 
they employed their own words and 
idioms they were nevertheless pre- 
vented by the posession of that infal- 
lible potency from writing what it was 
not God's intention to have ‘recorded. 
In this sense there was ng comparison 
between the inspiration of Shakespeare 
and thatof Moses, for the latter was 
inspired by God-and the former by 
genius.. Neither could *he* accept the 
theory that in the Bibie there are dif- 
ferent degrees of inspiration; that as 
Shakespeare is superior to ‘Tennyson so 
is St. Paul superior to Isaiah; for while 
genius is fickle, favoring ene more than 
theother, with God there is no such 
variableness, neither shadow of turn- 
ing. He believed in the authenticity of 
the Old Testament scriptures because 
Jesus Christ bore witness to their truth. 

That there are errors evéhl the most 
devout Christian believes; but these 
errors are not part of the original reve- 
lation, but the result. of inadvertence 
or misguided zeal onthe part ofcopyists. | 
The promiscuous reading of the Bible, 
without any intelligent idea of histor- 
ical sequence, betrays a lack of concep- 
tion of it asa harmogioas complete 
revelation. 

A favorite stock argument is that sci- 
ence contradicts the Bible, but until 
science has spoken her last word we do 
not know but that she may have to take 
back assertions which she is making to- 
day. Science presents adifferent front 
every half century. Holy Scriture is a 
revelation from God. to. man, in which 
God’s .majesty, God's attributes, God's 
loving kindness, God’s will are made 
manifest. God chose certain men to 
convey through the .ages by written 
record His dealing with men in the 
past, and these scriptures are these 
records. One event. ig foreshadowed 
on almost every page and that event is 
the incarnation of Jesus Christ. What 
the Old Testament ,foreshadows and 
phrophesies of this great mystery, the 
New Testament regords and substan- 
tiates. The Old and. the New Testa- 
ments are the two premises of a divine 
syllogism, of which Jesus Christ is, and 
only can be, the true logical conclusion, 
and the profoundest investigation can- 
not weaken the essentjal principles of 
its divine revelation.

Chris- 
tian Church was occupied yesterday 
morning by Rev. W. K. Azbill, who, with 
a party of four companions are headed 
as missionaries to Japan. They are

preached a missionary sermon, taking 
for his text part of the great commis- 
sion of the Savior to his apostles just 
before His ascension: ‘Go ye there- 
fore into all the world teaching all ma- 
tions whatsoever I have told you, and ; 
lo, lam with you’ always, even to the 
end of the world.””, He spoke freely of 
the lack of missionary spirit In the 
church today, and Closing said that 
he had traveled.all over, this covntry

We all natur- 
ally want to take our ease in life, and, 
like the birds, build ourselves nests— 
soft and easy nests—padded, uphols- 
tered. painted, lighted and beautified. 
And just as we get things fixed as we 
want them,and are begining to take 
our ease, there comes, somehow and 
from somewhere, a sudden stirring up 
of our nests—in the shape of surprises, 

‘shocks, changes, losses, controversies, 
griefs. 

Sometimes God stirs us up by sick- 


/ness and sometimes He disturbs us by 


temptation and sometimes by shocking | 
financial disaster. But the eagle does 
something more than stir up her nest— 
she ‘‘fluttereth over her young.’’ That 
is she doesn’t fly, she doesn’t soar up- 
ward with majestic sweep as she usually 
does— she simply flutters—holding. in 
check her mighty powers and simply 
beating the air with her wings. And so 
God, fluttering down to the level of our 
imperfect nature, became incarnate in 
the person of His Son. And so the life 
of Jesus Christ on earth is simply the 
eagle fluttering over her young. This 
is what the manger in Bethlehem 
means, and the Holy Child subject to His 
parents in the home at Nazareth. 

The eagle mother excites the eaglets’ 
ambition by ‘spreading abroad her 
wings,’’ and then, asa final step, she 
gives them all necessary help—she 
‘‘taketh them and beareth them on her 
wings.”

CHURCH OF THE UNITY. 

Dr. Thomson’s sermon yesterday 
morning was from the subject an- 
nounced, namely ‘St. Paul’s Thorn in 
the Fiesh,’’ the text being taken from 
2d Corinthians, xii:7. Nothing short 
of a verbatim report could do justice to 
the argument of the speaker, which was 
made in his usualclear, dignified style, 
but on this occasion distinguished by 
more than his usual commanding power. 
Indeed in his impassioned description of 
St. Paul's character, and of his position 
among the great minds of ages passed 
away, Dr. Thomson made perhaps the 
most brilliant and convincing display of 
oratorical power that has been listened 
to here. An intense admiration for the 
apostle, and an ability to sympathize 
with his suffering seemed to give the 
speaker the power to perfectly control 
his audience and compel them to his 
views. 

Incidentally, the sermon was crowded 
with points of interest. The waste of 
nervous energy that characterizes our 
life today was deplored, and the uni- 
formity of treatment in the education 
of the young, which is necessary in the 
public school system, the speaker re- 
yvarded as the cause of mental disasters, 
Children should not be taught theology, 
nor allowed to drift into the vortex of 
any kind of excitement, social, re- 
ligious or otherwise. The quiet course 
of training, ending in confirmation, as 
practiced by the Kkpiscopal and Catholic 
Churches, was commended. 

There is such a thing as religious dis- 
sipation and church dissipation, result- 
ing in the exhaustion of nervous power, 
leaving the victim an easy prev to 
temptation. On thesubject of spiritual 
pride and its influence in the’attitude of 
our church toward another Dr. Thom- 
son said in effect: ‘I would let my 
right hand perish from my body before 
I would criticise, outside of my own 
church, any Presbyterian, Catholic, 
Methodist or other denomination, un- 
less I had possessed the advantage of 
their experience, the opportunity of 
looking at things from their point of 
view.*’ ‘I want the tender grasp of a 
brother’s hand saying not, ‘I believe 
with you,’ but, ‘Il believe in you.’ ”’ 

The church was crowded as_ usual. 
Atthe monthly meeting of the trustees 
held last week it was announced that 
the purchase from Messrs. Hellman and 
Newmark of the lot on the corner of 
Hope and Ninth streets had been can- 
celled on terms satisfactory to those 
gentlemen. This was the lot upon 
which it was intended to build a new 
church, but the society is so well satis- 
fied with its new location on Hill and 
Third that it will doubtless stay there, 
enlarging the building in the summer. 
The pleasing fact was also announced 
that in addition to other disbursements 
the sum of $6000 had lately been paid 
off, reducing the indebtedness of the 
church by that amount. 

The subject for next Sunday’s sermon 
was announced as *‘The Sin Against the 
Holy Ghost.’’ 

THE FIRST METHODIST CHURCH. , 

Rev. W. S. Matthew, dean of the 
University of Southern California, oc- 
cupied the. pulpit of the First Metho- 
dist Church yesterday morning to plead 
the cause of the College of Liberal 
Arts, which is sorely in need of finan- 
cial aid. The salaries of some of the 
professors in the institution have not 
been fully paid for last year’s work, 
say nothing about the current year’s 
expenses. The matter was brought up 
at conference last September and quite 
a fund was raised then and Dean Mat- 
thew was authorized to visit the va- 
rious churches in the district and solicit 
further aid. 

Dr. J. P. Widney made a few prelim- 
inary remarks, stating the facts con- 
cerning the financial burden. The Uni- 
versity, which was founded twelve 
years ago, has five branches, the Col- 
lege of Agriculture at Ontario; the 
Theological College at San Fernando; 
the Medical College of this city; the 
Escondido Seminary and the College of 
Liberal Arts at University Place. All 
of these are liberally endowed with 
landed property and some interest- 
drawing revenue, and allare self-sup- 
porting except the last named. sage 
the past year its president, Rev. Dr. M. 
M. Bovard, hasdied. A number of float- 
ing debts have accumulated .and finan- 
cial help must come from some quarter 
or close the doors.of the institution. 
Thid idea will not fora moment be en- 
tertained by the’ founders of the 
University. Dean Matthew has stepped 
into the breach and proposes to lift the: 
debt. After his address yesterday Rev. 
E. W. Caswell urged the. congregation 
for a liberal contribution, and about 
$1000 was raised in half an hour.

THE PRESIDENT’S BAND. 


A Remarkable Tour Over the Country— 
Will Visit) Los Angeles. 

The United States Marine Band of 
Washington, D.C., ‘‘The President's 
Band’’ it is sometimes called, is about 
to make one of the most remarkable 
tours that any large organization has 
ever attempted in this country. It is 
to cross the continent to San Francisco, 
stopping at certain designated cities, 
fillan engagement at the Golden Gate, 
continue south as far as Los Angeles, 
north as far as Portland, Or., return by 
the northern route to St. Paul, Minne- 
apolis and Dulth, again to Chicago and 
from Chicago back to the National Cap- 
ital, allin an exceedingly brief period, 
covering the time of their leave of ab- 
sence.* To acconplish this extraordi- 
nary run the band wili be compelled to 
compass an average of 200 miles a day, 
playing every day except Sundays, 
and often twice a day. This 
is a feat never before undertaken by 
any large organization. There is but 
one that ever approached such an av- 
erage, that being Gilmore’s band, under 
the same management, D. Blakely of 
New York, which made a_transconti- 
nental tour and covered an average of 
166 miles a day. The tour will be 
made in a special Pullman train. 

It is by special dispensation and the 
grace of President Harrison, at the re- 
quest of Secretary of the Navy Tracy, 
that the Marine Band is granted the 
furlough that makes it possible for it to 
go upon so longa journey. As is well 
known, the band is a Government in- 
stitution, permanen.ly stationed § at 
Washington and is especially devoted 
to the White House and the President’s 
requirements. The present is the sec- 
ond tour ever permitted by the Presi- 
dent and the first for such a length of 
time and distance. Therefore, the tour 
partakes somewhat of national novelty 
and must naturally attract toward itself 
almost national attention. 

The band will give concerts at Haz- 
-ard’s Pavilion April 12 and 18.

KING'S LITTLE BLUFF. 


The Burbank Justice as a Confl- 
dence. Worker. 


‘ 
A Transaction that Closely Shaves the 
Line of Criminality, 


One of the Side Issues of His San 
Clemente Scheme, 


The Owner of the Yacht Puritan Worked 
to the Extent of Fifty Dol- 
lars—A Cheeky Piece 
of Business. 


Justice P. E. King of Burbank has on 
various occasions been mixed up in sey- 
eral more or less shady transactions, 
but an instance has -just come to light 
in which the dispenser of justice 
stepped so closely to the line of crimi- 
nality as to leave the average citizen in 
doubt as to whether or not the limit has 
been passed. 


A few days ago King and one A. F. 
Bland, whom it will be remembered was 
excused from further jury service in 
Department Six by Judge Shaw, after 
the mistrial of the W. E. Lockwood em- 
bezzlement case, conceived the idea of 
taking up claims on San Clemente Isl- 
and, which was discovered to be Gov- 
ernment land, and disposing of them to 
would-be settlers at advantageous 
terms. The scheme was no soéner con- 
ceived than they proceeded to put it 
into execution, and after locating a 
number of claims the projectors came 
to the conclusion that in order to take 
intending purchasers to see the land 
they must have a yacht. Accordingly 
they looked about for a suitable craft 
and finally hit upon the Puritan, which 
belongs to W. L. Hobbs of this city, 
After some little dickering they decided 
to purchase the Puritan, and on Novem- 
ber 380, last, the following agreement 
was drawn up and signed: 

Los ANGELES, Nov. 30, 1891. 

I have this day made an agreement with 
A. F. Bland and P. E, King (of Burbank) 
for the saleof my Puritan, the par- 
ties of thé second part depositing to bind 
the bargain, one bay mare (bill of sale in 
safe) valued at $300 and an order on the 
County Treasurer of Los Angeles county, 
account of salary of P. E. King, Justice of 
the Peace of Burbank, for December, 1891, 
payable January 1, 1892. Inthe event of 
the sale not being consummated within ten 
days then the said P. E. King agrees to 
forfeit the amount of said order of $50 de- 
posited as cash. The price of the yacht be- 
ing $1200. Balance due in the event of 


the sale, $850. Yacht in sailing order. 


[Signed] W.L. Hopss, per M. P, 
P, E. KING. 
A. F. BLAND. 
Everything appearing fair and 


square, Hobbs manned the yacht and 
fitted her up for her new owners, who 
started over to their new domains, but 
were caught in the storm which oc- 
curred in December last, and after be- 
ing out several days returned sadder 
but not wiser from their rough ex- 
perience. Afier this they concluded 
that thev did not want the yacht, so 
Hobbs took possession of the vessel 
again and disposed of the order given 


to him by P. E, King to a friend named ° 


McManus. This order read as follows: 


Los ANGELES (Cal.,) Nov. 30, 1891. 

To Auditor and Treasurer of Los Angeles 
County, Cal.: I hereby assign to W. L. 
Hobbs and authorize him to collect and re. 
ceipt for me in my name the sum of $50, 
the same being a part’of my fees as justice 
of the peace of Los Angeles T. P., Los An- 
geles county, Cal., for month of December, 


1891.

When McManus presented this order 
to the County Auditor, however, he was’ 
informed that that official could not 
pay part of a warrant on the county, 
and on this being communicated to 
King he at once signed a printed blank 
authorizing W. L. Hobbs to collect the 
whole of his claim of $88.88 against 
the county, and this was in turn as- 
signed to McManus. To the surprise of 
the latter, however, on presenting this 
order early in January he was informed 
that King hadalready drawn his war- 
rant. He at first thought there had 
been a mistake somewhere, but on tax- 
ing King with the matter that worthy 
replied that he never intended to pay 
Hobbs anything and that he just gave 
him the order as a bluff. Judging from 
what Mr. Hobbs said, when interviewed 
by a Timfs reporter on the subject, it 
is very probable that criminal proceed- 
ings will be instituted against the 
justice for having obtained property by 
means of false pretenses, in the near 
future.

‘war between England and the United 
States as an outcome of the Bering Sea 
complication. ‘‘The English govern- 
ment,’’ said he in an interview, ‘‘is un- 
der tremendous pressure from Canada, 
which is in a mood to insist that Cana- 
dian sealers be’ protected and given 
equal rights with Americans on the high 
seas. Besides, the coming contest in 
England makes it incumbent that a di- 
version of some kind be created to se- 
cure Tory success at the polls. It isnot 
improbable that a vigorous foreign pol- 
icy will prevail during the coming sum- 
mer, in which the peace of the world 
may be threatened. Actual hostilities 
are ‘doubtful, but many a war has 
sprung from less serious causes. 

“The threat of retaliation in the 
shape of the abolitiou of the bonding 
privilege, which allows goods destined 
to Canada to pass through the United 
States without paying duties, and vice 
versa, would be a two-edged weapon, 
far more hurtful to cities of the United 
States than to Canada. If this is the 
only retatiatory measure Canada has to 


fear, after suffering the terrible exclu- | 


sion implied by the McKinley bill, it 
will only solidify adhesion to the Brit- 
ish connection and strengthen her de- 
termination to keep independent of the 
United States.’’ 


BLOWN TO PIECES. 


Two Men Killed by an Explosion in a Col- 
orado Mine. 

Owvray (Colo.,) March 18.—A terrible 
explosion took place in the Revenue 
tunnel at Mount Sneffels lastnight. The 
cause was a premature blast. 
were killed and one wounded. The 
news was brought to this city late last 
night by a. messeager who came after 
physicians. From what was learned 
of him during his brief stay, the ex- 
plosion was one of the most terrible 
ever occurring in this district. 

The men were working in the heart of 
the tunnel when the explosion occurre 
Rock and dirt were hurled inall direc- 
tions. Grant Robinson, from Howard, 
Mo., was torn to pieces by the shock, 
his head being torn off and his body 
blackened and bruised. The name of 
the other man killed is unknown. The 
injured man’s name is Burns. There 
Was great excitement at the mine. 
The drills, operated by compressed air. 
at so high a rate of speed, and as the 
rock through which the drills were bor- 
ing was very hard, by the time the 
holes were three or four feet deep they 
were very hot. Then fifty pounds of 
powder was placed in them and it is 
thought it was ignited by the heat. 

Later—The name of the second man 
killed is Patrick Maloney. It isthougnt 
Pat Burns will die from his injuries.

em?loyed in the house, and in seeking 
revenge decided to put ‘‘Rough on 
Rats’’ in his coffee. She put the poison 
in the coffee intended for the family 
meal and nine persons drank the con- 
coction, all nearly dying. The girl ac- 
knowledged that she intended to kill 
the colored man andsaid she did not 
care particularly who else suffered. 

On Friday night a guard started to 
take her to jail at this place, but fell in 
with a masked party who relieved them 
of the girl and strung her'up to a tree 
at the first crossing.

I 
have challenged him for a race for $5000, 
and it goes with me. I have not heard 
from him. McKinney has already served 
thirty-two mares, s0 you can see that I do 
not have to run down Silkwood or any 
other horse to get mares for my horse.

While a race between McKinney and 
Silkwood would be of much local inter- 
est, it is very improbable that it will be 
made. While Silkwood has a much 
slower record, it was got two years ago, 
and he might so improve as to pace in 
2:12 or better.

He will méet the hottest com- 
pany he has ever met if Palo Alto, who 
is entered, starts. Ventura county is 
represented in two rich stakes by John 
E. McCoy’s handsome four-year-old, 
Ben Corbitt, 2:30 (when 8 years old,) 
by William Corbitt, dam by A. W. Rich- 
mond. 

What will the two-year-olds win this 
year? Last year they won in America 
$688,231, His Highness alone winning 
$109,405. He holdsthe world’s record 
as a two-year-old winner, leading the 
two-year-old English colt Donovan over 
$27,000. The two-year-olds from E. 
J. Baldwin’s and L. J. Rose’s. stables 
will be among the two-year-old winners 
this year.

If there is another town of its size, or 
double its size, thatcanturn out a better 
fire department than Pasadena let that 
town stand up and deliver. The depart- 
ment is composed of active and competent 
men, who are interested in their work, who 
work well together and who always may be 
counted upon inan emergency. They are 

-nevér caught napping, and when the alarm 
sounds every man is at his post. In addi- 
dition there is a commodious and well- 
equipped engine-house, the best of appar- 
atus, well-trained and speedy horses, the 
most improved and approved of the many 
electric fire alarm systems and an adequate 
water supply, which can -be reached by 
numerous hydrants, well located. 

All of the above facts were forcibly illus- 
trated Saturday evening, when Council. 
‘man Clarke, who is a member of the Com. 
mittee on Fire and Water, turned in an 
alarm from box No. 14, at the corner of 
Marengo avenue and Colorado street, for 
the simple purpose of testing the efficiency 
of the department. Before the engine- 
house bell had ceased ringing the appar- 
atus was heard on the street, and hardly 
two minutes had elapsed before the entire 
department was at thescene of action and 
inside of another minute a strong stream 
of water was playing, and a high ladder 
had been stationed against the Brockway 
Block, reaching to the third story windows.

EL MOLINO. 
' Never until a few days ago did the writer 
chance upon the old mill—El-Molino, south- 
east oftown. It had figured inthe imagina- 
tion as scarcely more than an old adobe 
ruin, with little resemblance ofa mill. A 
surprise was in waiténg when the quaint but 
symmetrical half-house, half-mill, nestling 
in the foreground of the deeply wooded 
cafion, came into view. The walls are mas. 
sive, the upper story ornamented with lat- 
ticed and columned porches, the lower 
story—half basement—built out from the 
brow of the hilland with two corners ex- 
tending into queer octagonal-shaped rooms 
with conical roofs. The windows are 
barred, the arched doors bolted, forbidding 
entrance, but we ted through the crevices 
and catch glimpses of musty vaults and de- 
serted rooms. 

The old Padres had an eye to utility as 
,well as beauty when they planted their 
home where a never-failing stream fur- 
nished an abundant water supply for irri- 
gating their orchards and vineyards. As- 
cending a steep hill in the rear, we walked 
upon the ancient dike, which hems in an 
artificial lake. The surplus water dashes 
down the hillside and forms another smaller 
lake below, with heavy masonry con. 

A 
modern aqueduct takes the place of the old 
water troughs sunning back into the cafion. 

A water ram spouts up defiantly where once 

the mill-wheel turned. 

The hillsides are purple with flowers, the 
fern and viviet are mirrored in the stream 
and the morning glories, which deck the 
walls, smile upon us. The vineyards are 
aera forth their buds and the date palm 

laden with fruit. The orange tree is in 
bridal array, the pers decked with 
sprigs of coral; the dark-hued olive twines 
with the crimson pomegranate. The 
stately palms throw over us a refreshing 
shade, lizards from tangled masses of vines 
dart across our path, the squirrels startle 
at our approach. Yet allis silent save the 
rippling of the water. The glory isof the 

ast. The vaults are empty of the spark- 
ng juice and the once merry old wheel 
lies still and neglected anfid the ruins. No 
artist could put on canvas El Molino as we 
saw it in the lights and shadows of the set- 


ting sun. 


A SUNDAY IN MARCH.

Another shows allin white, mar- 
guerites and lilies; baskets of sweet-scented 
Daphne grass another, while roses and 
hyacinths are utilized everywhere. 

This profusion of flowers for altar deco- 
tations is a suprise tothe stranger. Roses 
so costly in the East are used by the basket- 
ful, and lilies so rare by the thousands, 

The organ yields to master touch, and 
tributes of praise ascend from well-trained 
voices. And lest the unknowing one might 
imagine that toset off all this we have 
poor preachers, let such one mend the 
manner of his mind and be convinced that 
we have our Talmages and our Spurgeons 
and our Beechers, and that they preach 
every week to crowded congregations.

» Must Have a Hotel.—‘‘Los Angeles is 
sadly in need of a-big hotel,’’ remarked 
Hon. Dan Freeman, ‘‘and I hope the 
present scheme to build one where the 
Spring street school building now 
stands will not fallthrough. There is 
not a finer site in the city. It would 
give a main entrance from both Broad- 
way and Spring streets and is just near 
enough to the business portion of the 
city. We lose thousands of tourists 
every year simply because we have no 
hotel on a grand plan, for when people 
with their pockets full of money come 
out here for pleasure they want the 
best in the land. Coronado has had 
from 700 to 1500 boarders all winter.”’ 


A City Physician.—‘‘Officers from out- | 


side cities and especially those from the 
East who visit the police station,’’ said 
Clerk Cattle, ‘cannot understand why 
a city of the size of Los Angeles cannot 
afford to keep a physician at the sta- 
tion all the time. Whenthey are told 
that the work is now done in the re- 
ceiving hospital by Drs. Murphy and 
Brvant for sweet charity’s sake they 
throw uptheir hands in holy horror 
and cannot understand what kind of a 
city this is. Every city inthe East of 
any importance has a regular salaried 
physician at the police station all the 
time. He has his room there and sleeps 
in it every night. Hardly a week 
passes that a doctor is not needed on a 
moment’s notice, but under the present 
arrangement we have to telephone or 
send out and sometimes it takes on hour 
or two to get the doctor. A number of 
lives have probably been lost simply be- 
cause medical aid could not be secured 
as soon as the wounded man was 
brought in.’’ 

Eastbound Travel.—‘‘The passenger 
travel from Southern California to the 
East is not as good this spring as it was 
last, ticket sales falling considerably 
below those of the same time last year,”’ 
said Fred W. Thompson, passenger 
agent of the Rock Island route. ‘The 
reason for-:it? Well, I think itis owing 
tosome extent to hard times, and also 
tothe fact that a great many people 
are putting off their Eastern trip until 
the World’s Fair is open. We have in- 
quiries every day about the ticket rates 
to Chicago for the World’s Fair, and of 
course nobody knows now what the 
rate will be.”’ 

For the Benefit of Strangers.—‘‘Los An- 
geles has a magnificent system of street 
railways and the emplovés are uni- 
formly courteous and obliging,’’ said 
William Wincup, general passenger 
agent of the Terminal road, ‘‘but there 
is one thing that should be more gener- 
ally observed. All the conductors 


‘should be required to call out the names 


of every street as it is approached. 
This is done by some conductors for 
some streets, but it should be done by 
all. This would be important assistance 
to strangers, of whom'there are so many 
in the city.’’ 

Employment for the Masses.—‘‘There 
is no doubt of it,’’ said Dr. O. D. Fitz- 
gerald, ‘‘Los Angeles must have an- 
other transcontinental road, and it 
must be one. penetrating the coal re- 
gion of Utah. This city must have 
cheap and abundant fuel. This would 
bring manufactories which are so badly 
needed here, .if for no other reason 
than to furnish steady employment for 
the masses. This section is too full of 
unemployed people. Many of them 
have been fooled into coming here to 
look for work only to find themselves 
completely crowded out by the great 
competition. I think it should be made 
generally known that this country does 
not offer any inducements to those peo- 
ple who needs must seek employment 
at anything that will furnish them with 
subsistence. People cannot live on cli- 


- Mate alone.’’ 


A Favorable Outlook.—‘‘The outlook 
for Southern California is extremely 
favorable,’’ said President J. M. C. Mar- 
ble, of the'National Bank of California; 
‘investors show the utmost confidence 
in the future of this section and of this 
city especially. Los Angeles is bound 
to be a great city and nothing can pre- 
vent it, and California’s greatness will 
continue to incredse. lt puzzles me to 
know where room will be found for all 
the people who will come out here in 
though, of course, 
we will continue reclaiming lands and 
finding room for those who care to enter 
into the spirit of the country’s develop- 
ment.’’, 

Two Pounds of Nuggets.—‘‘When I 
was down at Walters, on the Yuma di- 
vision, the other day,’’ said W. J. Ham- 
ilton, chief train dispatcher of the 
Southern Pacific, ‘‘Isaw two men there 
who had been prospecting all winter in 
the mountains back of that point, and 
they had exactly two pounds of gold 
nuggets to show for their work. These 
lumps of gold varied in size from that of 
a bird shot to the end of my thumb, and 
it looked real good.”’ 

For a Summer Resort.—‘‘I can’t help 
thinking that Long Beach people are 
making a mistake about their town,”’ 
said G. B. Leighton, of the Terminal 
road, ‘They have ambitions to attain 
commercial importance, want a wharf 
and a boat line and all that, and I think 
their hopes in that direction are vain. 
Whatthey should doisto make their 
place attractive for visitors, get up a 


brass band and do other things to en-' 


tertain crowds of summer visitors. 
They have a magnificent beach and 
could have many thousands more visit- 
ors if they tried to attract them and 
provide for their entertainment.”’

THE SAN PEDRO MYSTERY. 


Peculiar Cifcumstances Surrounding Mrs. 
Gustavson's Death. 

The death of Mrs. Gustavson, the 
newly-made bride, which occurred on 
Friday evening last and was at first sup- 
posed to’ be from natural causes, but 
was afterward believed to be suicide, is 
gradually developing into one of those 
mysterious sensations of which this city 
has furnished so many. v 

Mrs. Gustavson had beqn a widow just 
two months when she married Enoch 
Gustavson last Tuesday, her former 
husband, William Wolfe, having died at 
the county hospital on January 6. At 
the Coroner’s inquest held on the body 
of the deceased Saturday it was pretty 
well established that she had been 
drinking heavily since the death of Mr. 
Wolfe. It was also proved that the de- 
ceased had sent to one of the drug stores 
here on the evening before she died for 
‘something to make her sleep.’’ One 
witness testified that she had taken ten 
morphine pills at 2 p.m. on the day she 
died, and a bottle part full of a mixture 
of chloral and bromide of sodium was 
found in the room. : 

A post-mortem was held by Dr. 
Kannon of this city and unmistak- 
able signs of poisoning discovered, but 
before the exact cause of death can be 
ascertained it will be necessary to an- 
alyze the stomach as well as the bottle 
of medicine found in the room. 

A will, made on the day of her death, 
has also been found, which gives all her 
property, consisting mainly of a house 
and lot at San Pedro, to the sister of 
her former husband, and, having been 
made so shortly before her death, would 
seem to indicate that the deceased in- 
tended to commit suicide. 

The body was buried at San Pedro 
yesterday and the Coroner’s inquest has 
been adjourned until the report of the 
analysis of the stomach and bottle of 
medicine has been received.
